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WORLD  SUGAR  TRADE  SHOWS 


LITTLE  CHANGE;  MOLASSES  UP 


World  sugar  trade  In  1966  showed  little  change  from  that  of  19^5  •  Exports 
vere  recorded  at  20.0  million  short  tons,  raw  value,  while  imports  were 
recorded  at  21  million  short  tons.  In  19&5*  exports  of  21.2  million  short 
tons  were  1  million  short  tons  above  imports.  On  a  metric -ton  basis,  exports 
amounted  to  18.1  million  tons  in  1966,  while  imports  amounted  to  19*0  million. 
The  lag  time  in  shipping  probably  explains  most  of  the  difference  between 
imports  and  exports. 

North  America  was  the  largest  exporter  of  sugar  in  1966,  accounting  for  37 
percent  of  the  total.  By  country,  Cuba  again  ranked  first  by  far,  with  ^.9 
million  short  tons.  The  only  other  countries  exporting  more  than  1  million 
tons  in  1966  were  Australia,  Brazil,  and  the  Philippines.  Communist  countries 
were  net  exporters  in  the  amount  of  k.2  million  short  tons.  If  Cuba  were 
excluded,  these  countries  would  have  been  net  importers  of  700,000  short  ton6. 

Asia  was  the  largest  importer  of  sugar  last  year,  accounting  for  25  percent 
of  the  total.  North  America  and  Western  Europe  each  imported  almost  as  much 
as  Asia.  The  United  States  remained  by  far  the  largest  importer,  taking  10 
percent  more  than  in  1965.  The  United  Kingdom  was  second,  and  the  Soviet 
Union  was  third.  Russian  imports  declined  from  2.5  million  short  tons  in 
1965  to  2.0  million  in  1966;  exports  increased,  so  that  on  a  net-import  basis 
only  750,000  short  tons  were  imported  in  1966,  compared  with  1,723,000  in  1965. 

World  trade  in  industrial  molasses  continued  its  upward  trend  in  1966  and 
was  substantially  above  that  of  1965.  The  increase  over  1965  'w3iB   about  11 
percent.  Significant  increases  in  exports  of  molasses  were  recorded  for 
Cuba,  Peru,  the  Republic  of  South  Africa,  India,  Indonesia,  and  Australia.

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North  American  exports  of  molasses  have  declined  slightly  from  their 
1955-59  and  1960-64  averages,  but  they  still  accounted  for  46  percent  of 
the  total  in  1966.  The  export  trend  has  been  rather  sharply  upvard  for 
South  America,  Africa,  Asia,  and  Oceania. 

The  United  States  is  by  far  the  largest  importer  of  molasses,  accounting 
for  4l  percent  of  the  total  in  1966.  However,  the  volume  of  imports  over 
the  past  ten  years  has  shown  very  little  fluctuation.  Imports  into  the 
EEC  countries,  Sweden,  the  United  Kingdom,  and  Japan  have  shown  substantial 
increases.  Japan  is  now  the  world's  second  largest  importer  and  in  1966 
almost  doubled  its  average  imports  during  the  I96O-6U  period.
